Tiis Olive Tree of Southern California. 


B U S I N E S S C A R D S . 


The following letter, written l>y a 
gentleman in this city, to a friend in 
the East, will be found of interest to 
the general reader: 
My Dear Friend D:—Tn my nu­ 
merous letters describing the scenery 
of Southern California, I have omitted 
to speak of one of her classic beauties 
—the olive tree. It is a tree of re- 
MBowii, and i* the emblem of peace and 
plenty, and millions of our race are 
indebted to its annual benedictions 
for sustenance and comfort. The very 
appearance of t it is tree inspires a feel­ 
ing of veneration in the human heart. 
Its symmetrical form, tlie graceful 
giowta of its beautiful branches, its 
emerald green foliage, quivering in 
response to the sportive breeze; its 
pure white flower, as fragrant as the 
jessamine, and its fruit filled with the 
oil like that in the human system, 
i bus standing the nearest ally to man, 
and pre-eminent above its brothers of 
the forest. It is an evergreen, thirty 
to forty feet high, waving in match­ 
less grace aud beauty in the mountain 
winds. 
We are now looking upon a neglect­ 
ed old (or young) orchard, planted l>y 
the Benedictine priest, at San Fer­ 
nando Mission, in this county, ninety 
years ago, yet in their magnanimity 
they pine not at neglect. Though 
they be banished from the fruitful vale 
of culture, out upon the verge of ruin, 
yet like true patience and forgiveness, 
they look as green and cheerful to-day 
us they did a half century ago, when 
the Mission Indians, under the direc­ 
tion of the priest, carefully cultivated 
every foot of soil around them, and all 
along these sad and weary years 
meekly returning good for evil, by a 
bountiful supply of its annual fruit, 
thus making the rough -paths of na­ 
ture smooth. Like the never-dying 
tree of Paradise, it is instinct with life; 
even in old age it is green, fat and 
flourishing, and from its very roots 
springing into renewed youth and 
beauty, rallying in every stage of 
growth until the aged tree standing 
in the midst of its progeny, like the 
aged grandfather with his juvenile 
descendants climbingaround his knees. 
The Psalmist saw this correspondence 
when lie said: “ Thy sons as olive 
plants round about thy table, thus 
shall the man be blessed that fearoth 
Jehovah.” This tree is little less than 
immortal. 
it is a fact generally conceded by the 
learned tliut trees, in the symbolical 
style of the sacred writers, were used 
to present certain perceptions and de­ 
grees or kinds of knowledge; and 
therefore signified the class to which 
man belonged who possessed certain 
qualities. The Bible reader will dis­ 
cover this, if when reading the Scrip­ 
tures, they will substitute (mentally) 
lor olive, love; for oil, charity. 
The page will grow brighter. The 
tabernacle was perpetually lighted 
with lamps filled with pure oil of 
olives. The oil of holiness, Math, 
xxv.— was mixed with aromatics 
(affections.) In every part of the 
sacred writings the olive tree and oil 
represents the highest spiritual good. 
in Revalutions the olive trees and 
candlesticks are synonymous, and are 
called witnesses, and they acknowl­ 
edge and confess the Lord. Such acts 
can only be spoken of human beings. 
These witnesses are called olive trees. 
The reason is, because olive trees rep- 
restnt all who are in brotherly love. 
The lamp of mere science or knowl­ 
edge ( f religion will avail nothing un­ 
less your 1 imps arc replenished with 
the oil of love in very life. The 
cherub, guards, door, posts, etc., were 
made of olive wood, signifying that 
the Lord can only be approached by 
love. Love is the only passport to the 
sec ct place of the Most High. ‘‘I 
will be as the dew to Israel * * and 
his honor be as the olive.” Mount of 
Olives representan stateof divine love. 
The dove returned to the Ark with an 
olive leaf in its mouth. 
Leave.'| íepresent truths. The na­ 
tions are to he healed by tlie leaves <*f 
the trees which l zekiel saw in his 
vision. What a world wo have for 
profitable thought. In all the vegeta­ 
ble king lorn of earth there is not one 
species that presents a greater field 
for profitable meditation than the 
olive, and it grows in great perfection 
here in Southern California.15.

A Necessity of the Day. 


The certainty th at the Southern Pa­ 
cific roail will not be completed to this 
city w ithin the next two or three 
years should stimulate the citizens of 
our valley to the performance of great 
efforts 0 11 behalf of the Los Angeles 
and Independence Railroad. It is al­ 
most certain that by water will be our 
only means of rapid communication 
with San Francisco for some tim e to 
come,and this knowledge should be suf­ 
ficient incentive toourpeople tosecure 
as much of tho trade of the interior as 
possible. One of the most im portant 
steps that can bo taken in this direc­ 
tion is the building of the road in 
question. 
It will prevent the connec­ 
tion of the freighting business of Inyo 
county with tlte railroad in the head 
of the San Joaquin Valley, and once 
this freight reaches and leaves the 
water at W ilmington and Truxton, it 
will continue to travel that route for 
all time to come. The crude bullion 
coming out of Inyo county already 
foots up m any tons per month, and 
the freight going into th a t section is 
considerable. Both will increase year 
by year as the mines now open are 
more extensively operated and others 
are opened and developed. 
W e have 
shown in previous articles that the 
first section of the road would prove 
an immense annual saving to the peo­ 
ple of San Bernardino county—reduc­ 
ing the cost of their freight at least 
one-half. 
W e are also assured by 
well-iuformed parties th at less than 
seventy-five miles of track will com­ 
plete the road to the bend of the Mo­ 
have—a point to which all of Inyo 
county’s freight would at once be 
turned. Thus all the trade would he 
secured for the road when less than 
half the track is laid. 
It is time our 
people began to act in this enterprise. 
Talk is all very well at the commence­ 
ment, hut action is essential to suc­ 
cess. 


Journalistic Influence. 


A small San Francisco paper—small 
in every way except the inordinate 
conceit of its editor—the Post, prates 
loudly about its large circulation, and 
claims that through its circulation it 
wields a m ighty influence. 
W e do 
not dispute a considerable circulation, 
we know what it is, how it is obtained 
and how maintained, but the influ­ 
ence part is a falsehood by implica­ 
tion, which amounts to a flat one of 
those things that little Sunday-school 
hoys are taught not to tell. Circula­ 
tion—a forced circulation procured for 
a consideration and maintained as a 
donation—docs not guarantee influ­ 
ence. 
If it did the Post and C/ironictc 
would be what everybody knows they 
are not—influential papers. I t is the 
moral status of a newspaper, not the 
num ber of copies that it gives away, 
th a t makes a journal of influence. 
The consciousness the 
reader feels 
that the paper is honest; that it advo­ 
cates what it believes is right; that it 
is not the tool of a clique or individ­ 
ual; th at its statements need not be 
verified from other sources before they 
can be believed, that gives a paper in­ 
fluence. 
No one believes a word they 
read in the Post or Chronicle until 
they have read it in some other paper. 
The Exam iner, which neither boasts 
of its circulation, nor of the ability or 
honesty of its editors, has more real 
influence, because more honest, than 
both those papers despite their boasted 
circulation. 
The Sacramento Union 
wields a greater influence in thisState 
than would twenty Posts and twenty 
Chronicles with twenty times their 
circulation. There are a dozen Cali­ 
fornia newspapers, published outside 
of San Francisco, each one of which 
has a greater influence than either the 
Post or Chronicle. 
Circulation will 
not give a journal influence. 
It must 
have brains, and honesty, and suffi­ 
cient respectability, to command the 
respect of those who read it—qualities 
which the Post and Chronicle do not, 
and, until there are several funerals, 
never will have. 


Congressman Luttrell. 


Early in the session we warned sev­ 
eral journals in this State that their 
false charges and malicious attacks on 
Congressman 
L u t t r e l i . would not 
injure him. 
We assured t h a n that 
s’auderand calumny were powerless 
weapons in an attem pt to kill oft’ an 
honest man. 
Later in the session we 
pointed to the fact that Mr. L u t t r e l d 
was doing all th at an earnest hard­ 
working man could do to redeem his 
pledges made to the people during 
the campaign, which closed with his 
election, and we then stated and now 
repeat the attacks of the A lta and 
Record and one or two papers of like 
ilk made upon L u t t r e l i . s o far from 
injuring him really tended to make 
him more popular with the people. 
Congress has adjourned and Mr. L u t - 


t r k u , returns to his constituents with 
the consciousness that though he has 
accomplished 110 great positive good, 
his services have been invaluable in a 
negative sense. 
He can say, and the 
people will sustain the assertion, that 
he has prevented much, if he has ac­ 
complished little; that while he could 
not force the investigation of frauds al­ 
ready committed lie has prevented 
the inauguration of schemes for the 
consummation of new and equally 
gigantic frauds, 
lie comes home a 
popular man, and the result of the 
mean, unwarranted attacks made upon 
him by the tools of those rascalities 
he has frustrated is the prominent 
mention of his name as the Independ­ 
ent candidate for Governor. If, as we 
have no doubt lie will, he should prove 
as faithful a Governor as lie lias a 
Congressman, we m ight have a worse 
Chief Executive. 


Business Enterprise. 


As an evidence of the business activ­ 
ity and the general go-a-lieadativeness 
of the people of this valley, we may 
mention that of the one hundred 
shares of the Cucamonga Homestead 
Association stock, offered for sale at 
five hundred dollars each, all have 
been taken, and the managers are in 
daily receipt of orders for more, which 
of course they cannot, at present, fill. 
The stock of the Co-operative Nursery 
and F ruit Growing Association was 
all taken some days ago, and as much 
more could be sold at the same rates. 
Other legitimate enterprises 
meet 
with like success. Nearly one hundred 
thousand dollars worth of stock in the 
Los Angeles and Independence Rail­ 
road is already subscribed. This lias 
all been done in this city and vicinity. 
A thorough canvassing of the county 
will increase the amount to three or 
four hundred thousand dollars. A r­ 
rangements are completed for com­ 
mencing work on the Truxton R ail­ 
road during the first days of next 
month. 
The Grange 
Co-operative 
Store will soon be open, and half a 
dozen other enterprises are assuming 
shape. All these faets afford satisfac­ 
tory evidence that our community is 
wide-awake and fully alive to the im ­ 
portance of moving with and, if possi­ 
ble, a little ahead of the rest of the 
world. The old stereotyped story that 
Los Angeles is fifteen years behind 
other Pacific coast cities will 110 longer 
suffice. 
We are behind no place in 
the State in enterprise and business 
activity. 


Revival of an Old Scandal. 


T h e Pacific Mail Steamship Com ­ 
pany do not seem to be aware of the 
fact, but it is nevertheless true, th at 
the successful carrying out of the pro­ 
position to build a railroad from this 
city to Independence is a m atter of 
very great importance to them. The 
great freight trade of Inyo county will 
not always be hauled to and from Los 
Angeles by mule teams. If it is not 
transported by railroad from this city, 
it will be moved on a railroad connect­ 
ing with the road now built in theS an 
Joaquin valley. It this should trans­ 
pire, the steamship company will 
never move a pound of Cerro Gordo 
bullion nor of Independence freight. 
The railroad from Los Angeles is what 
the steamship company wants, and 
they should help to build it. 


T h e conclusion of the Council to 
submit the proposition to issue the 
bonds authorized by special Act of the 
Legislature, for the establishment and 
m aintenance of a public library in the 
city to a vote of the people, is perhaps 
as good a plan as could have been 
agreed upon. 
It will delay a much to 
bo 
desiretl 
improvement 
several 
mouths, as the wish of our citizens 
cannot be expressed until the m unici­ 
pal election which takes place in D e­ 
cember, but as there does not appear 
to be complete unanimity in the Coun­ 
cil, 0 11 the subject, let the voters de­ 
cide the issue. T hat the majority in 
favor of the library will be very large 


110 one doubts. The people are almost 
unanimous on that point. 


In the absence of anything more ex ­ 
citing, the people of Brooklyn have 
¡¡Revived the 
old 
B e e c h e r - T i l t o x 
scandal, and the last named gentle­ 
man has just published a seven-col­ 
umn article in defense of himself. At 
this distance from the scene of action, 
and regarding the contending factions 
much as did the woman the struggle 
between her husband and the bear, we 
are constrained to the opinion that 110 
beneficial results, not even a moral 
lesson may be hoped for from a re­ 
vival of the controversy. The good 
and wise men assembled from all 
quarters of the nation, some time ago, 
and with bated breath and pinched 
nose looked at

A Brute Stabs His Wife, 
and 


She Dies in Five Minutes. 


A Horrible and Blood-Curd­ 
ling Sight. 


D uring the last m on th no less th a n 
th ree or four w ife-m urders have boon 
com m itted in th is city and vicinity. 
T his species of crim e has seemed to 
ru n ram p an t a n d equal in its ex ten t 
alm ost 
all 
the 
other 
bloody 
deeds of m urder and suicide co m m it­ 
ted in tlie sam e length of time. Of all 
th e wickedness of which m an is guilty, 
th is is the m ost beastly and dam ning, 
a n d we can b u t sincerely hope th a t 
th e perpetrators of tiie crim es will ex­ 
piate th em to th e utterm ost e x ten t of 
th e law. 
A bout half-past 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, Jo h n McDonald, the keeper 
of a low boarding-house on C om m er­ 
cial street, p u t a miserable end to the 
life of his wife. 
I n a fit of rage he 
threw a large butcher-knife a t h er 
an d inflicted a m ortal wound, as she 
sat in a chair, nursing her baht-. 
For 
a long tim e back it has been a m a tte r 
of public note th a t McDonald abused 
h is wife in a brutal m anner. 
H e has 
been under arrest a num ber of tim es 
forsuch offenses, and has paid his fines 
each tim e and gone back to his wife- 
beating again. 
The circum stances of 
th e tragedy are concisely stated in the 
testim ony before the Coroner’s Ju ry , 
lieltl im m ediately after the murder. 
T he facts as th u s elicited are as fol­ 
lows: 
Jose M aria T am orine being sworn, 
testified: 
1 am a w aiter in M cD on­ 
ald's restaurant. This evening Mrs. 
McDonald w ent ®ut and cam e hack, I 
th in k about half-oast 5 o’clock. W h en 
-he cam e in, Mr. McDonald asked 
h r where she had been. 
Site said to 
him th at she had been down to Mrs. 
M cCarty’s. 
M cDonald told her th a t 
he had been down to Mrs. M cCarty's 
th is evening, an d th a t some one had 
slam m ed the door in his face; and 
upom saying th is he struck her in the 
face w ith his fist and then kicked her. 
Mrs. M cDonald w ent up stairs and got 
h er baby, and com ing back sat down 
by the table an d was nursing it. 
Mc­ 
Donald, after saying some words to 
her, struck h e r twice w ith his fist, 
w hen Fernandez (a waiter) took hold 
of him and prevented him from strik- 
ing^ter again. 
W hen Fernandez let 
h im loose he (McDonald) com menced 
cu ttin g up som e cheese on the table, 
an d in about three m inutes he said 
som ething else to h er and then threw 
th e knife at her, striking her in tiie 
side and inflicting the wound. 
She 
drew th e knife out and said, “ I ’m 
dead!” and told m e to take the baby, 
w hich she held in h er arms. 
I did not 
ta k e it quick enough, anti she laid it 
down on the table and ran out of the 
room and into the little store-room and 
fell. 
She had 110 weapon of any kind 
in her hand, nor w as she m ak in g any 
dem onstration towards h im in a n y ¡ 
w ay a t the tim e lie threw the knife at 
her. 
H e was ju st across the table, 
about four feet from her, w hen he 
threw the knife; did not stoop over 
the table w hen lie did it. 
The knife 
w as a 
large 
butcher knife, about 
eighteen inches long. 
His 
J o s e M a r i a 
X T a m o r i n e . 
m ark. 
O ther witnesses testified to su bstan­ 
tially the sam e facts, anti it is not nec­ 
essary to produce their statem ents. 
All of the evidence pointed out the 
crim e as most flagrant and inexcusa­ 
ble. 
The scene of th e m urder w as in 
th e rear of th e restaurant. 
A fter re­ 
ceiving the cruel blow, the w om an 
laid her child down, as stated in the 
testim ony, an d ran the full length of 
tiie room", out of the door, ami a short 
distance up 
the street, w here she 
turned iiito a (little grocery store and 
fell. 
She m u st have gone the distance 
of fifty yards after the knife pene­ 
trated her side. 
As she sank to the 
floor she said: “ I ’m killed; send for 
tin* doctor,” an d expired a t once. 
The husband struck w ith contrition 
for his dastardly act, followed his wife 
and reached th e store as she fell to the 
floor. 
Ho stooped over iter and be­ 
gan to cut aw ay her dress for th e pur­ 
pose of e x am in in g the wound, at the 
sam e tim e shedding tears as he saw 
w hat he had done. 
W hen asked for 
an explanation of the affair lie simply 
said, “ 1 did it.” 
H e was prom ptly 
tak en in charge by officers T hom as 
and H arris, an d lodged in jail. 
This 
circum stance was fortunate for him , so 
far as concerned his personal safety, 
perhaps, as a crowd of incensed citi­ 
zens gathered around the place, and 
had he been in their hands we are in­ 
clined to th in k th a t desperate m eas­ 
ures woulti have been resorted to. 
The m urdered wom an was about 
thirty-five years of age and u native of 
B alintoy,C ountyA utrin,in the north of 
Ireland. 
S h e had been the wife of Mr. 
McDonald a bo ut eigiit years. 
Four 
children are deprived of a m other by 
this terrible crim e, their father made 
a felon, and them selves throw n upon 
the cold charities of the world. 
The 
oldest is between six and seven years 
of age, and th e youngest a babe, at the 
breast, hardly three m onths old. 
The 
terrible nature of the crime, w ith its 
atten dant circum stances and results, 
can hardly be realized; and all this 
produced by the rash act of a m om ent 
which a lifetime cannot even in a 
measure atone for. 
It should prove at 
the sam e tim o u fearful exam ple and 
w arning to those whoso tem pers ever 
get the m astery of their ¡better ju d g ­ 
ment. 
The verdict of the Coroner’s 
ju ry was rendered in accordance w ith 
the facts given. 
A fter being placed in jail, McDonald 
acted like a mad-tiiaii, throw ing h im ­ 
self about tiie cell and calling down 
imprecations on his own head for the 
crim e w hich he had com m itted. 
It 
was feared th a t he would put a n end 
to his life if given an opportunity, an l 
lie was closely watched to prevent this, 
by the direction of the jailor. 
Some 
apprehensions were also entertained 
from vigilantes ami a part of th e Los 
Angeles Guards, twenty-five in n u m ­ 
ber, were called out to protect the jail 
from any possible violence.

Dr. L e a l’s office’ the other day, and 
was som ew hat surprised to fil’d a m an 
lying 011 the operating table, w ith a 
collection of knives, liooks, forceps and 
sponges spread about him . 1 was about 
to bow m y apologies, hut the Doctor 
conscripted me for service and arranged 
a place to m ake me useful. 
I accord­ 
ingly retired m y better half (my h a n d ­ 
some m eerschaum ) to a place of safety 
and placed m yself under orders. The 
patient, a son of Erin, was of fine 
physical appearance. 
By an accident 
a long tim e ago he had been deprived 
of a large part of his left ear. 
This he 
wanted restored, and this we proceeded 
to tlo.

A lthough th e operation 
lasted a t least an hour and a half, the 
patient did not com plain of the exqui­ 
site touches of the keen scalpel, and 
if he did not actually enjoy the per­ 
formance, he m ade it enjoyable for us
